Are  you  'squeamish  about  words?  With  some 
nice  people  that  last  word  In  the  text  Is  t*bdo; 
that  Is  the  word  Is.  but  the  thing  may  have  the 
predominant  and  determining  power  In  their 
lives.  The  story  Is  told  of  a  newly-nch  rnotner 
who  at  a  bountifully  spread  dining  table  heard 
her  daughter  use  the  word  bellicose.  She  trOwB- 
ed  upon  the  young  lady  and  remarked, "Ho*  of¬ 
ten  have  I  tried  to  teach  you  to  say  stomach." 
You  may  use  your  own  choice  of  words,  but  don't 
let  us  for  get  what  we  are  talking  about.  Paul 
aays  to  the  Phlllpplans,  ‘There  are  some  of 
whom  I  have  told  you  often  and  now  tell  you 
even  weeping  that  they  are  the  enemies  of  the 
cross  of  Christ;  whose  god  Is  the  belly,  whose 
glory  is  their  shame,  who  mind  earthly  things. 
But  our  citizenship  is  In  heaven." 

Our  appetite  is  a  necessity  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  good  health.  A  falling  appetite  Is  gener¬ 
ally  one  of  the  first  Indications  of  something 
wrong  with  the  bodily  mechanism.  When  It  Is 
not  In  good  working  order  you  need  to  look  to 
see  what  la  the  matter,  perhaps  to  see  a  doctor 
and  to  get  busy  to  correct  the  trouble.  That  Is 
true  of  the  body  and  It  Is  likewise  true  of  the 
soul.  The  normal  spirit  when  it  Is  alive  and 
In  good  health  gets  hungry,  demands  food  and 
enjoys  It.  food  Is  a  necessity  to  It  and  wiU 
keep  It  In  a  thrifty  growing  condtion.  Jesus 
said:  "Blessed  are  they  that  hunger  and  thirst 
after  righteousness."  Peter  said,  "As  new  born 
babes  long  fbr  the  unadulterated  milk  of  the 
word  that  y*  may  grow  thereby.”  Dsvld  said, 
'As  the  deer  panteth  after  the  waterbrooks.  so 
panteth  my  *oul  after  the,  O  God."  My  heart 
and  my  flesh  tallelh,  when  shall  1  come  and  ap¬ 
pear  before  God.  My  heart  cryeth  out  for  the 
living  God."  |

Generally  In  proportion  to  their  lack  of  In¬ 
terest  In  soul  food  Is  their  keen  relish  for  a 
sumptuous  spread  of  cabbage  and  cake.

W  HAT  IS  TIIK  BIBLE  TEACHING  OK  TOTAL 
DEPRAVITY 
By  Ut'Bj.  Uwmcr, 


Tit*  effect  of  the  Kali  upon  the  posterity  of 
Adam  la  described  In  Scripture  as  the  univer¬ 
sal  diffusion  of  death  as  a  condemnation,  and  a 
blag  of  human  nature  towards  evil.  The  Scrip¬ 
tural  doctrine  finds  its  expression  in  the  theo- 
,  logical  term  Depravity,  or  Original  Sin.  Paul 
teaches  that  through  one  man  sin  entered  into 
th«  world  It  entered  as  bringing  with  it  the  con- 
•  •Ipnntion  of  universal  death,  the  guilt  of  thr 
fir*  transgression  Is  reckoned  in  its  consequen¬ 
ces  upon  all  the  race  represented  by  the  first 
tra|  Hgreisor. 

We;  shall  not  deal  with  the  penalty  of  Adam's 
traisgression  but  but  with  the  inherited  bias 
tb  sHI  .which  bias  is  called  depravity. 

1|  Depravity  essentially  consists  in  a  state  of 
tntfdJ  the  opposite  of  that  which  is  required  by 
tb«d)vine  law.  In  the  articles  of  faith  it  is  de¬ 
fined  as  "being  by  nature  utterly  void  of  that 
holjjness  required  by  the  law  of  Ood,  and  there¬ 
fore  positively  inclined  to  evil."  Dr.  E.  Y.  Mul¬ 
ling  in  his  work  on  theology  says:  "In  brief,  it 
means  that  all  the  parts  of  our  nature  have  been 
adapted  by  sin.  It  does  not  mean  that  men  are 
as  I^k)  as  they  can  be,  nor  that  all  men  are  equal 
ty  aid.  It  does  not  mean  that  human  nature 
Is  institute  of  all  good  Impulses  in  the  moral 
senw  .  It  means  rather  that  human  nature,  as 
suctii  and  in  all  its  parts  in  its  unregenerate 
•!at§,  Ms  under  the  dominion  of  sin."  A.  H. 
Ytro*g  in  his  Systematic  Theology  says:  "By  de¬ 
pravity  we  mean,  on  the  one  hand,  the  lack  of 
origtnhl  righteousness  or  of  holy  affection  to¬ 
wards  {God.  and,  on  the  other  hand  the  corrup¬ 
tion!;  of  the  moral  nature,  or  bias  towards  evil." 

Tb  ree  things  are  true  from  the  above  defini¬ 
tion!:  1 

1. J.Mjan  is  depraveo  m  his  inmost  nature,  pre- 
dlspgsdd  to  evil  and  prone  to  leave  God.  I  am 
not  Bow  speaking  about  outward  conduct,  but 
of  that;  which  is  back  of  conduct,  which  lies  hid¬ 
den  Within  man's  moral  nature,  and  which  gives 
colon  to  conduct.  In  man  is  a  deceitful  heart, 
set  to  do  evil;  a  perverted  nature,  a  propensity 
to  sin.  a  bias  to  wrong,  and  all  this  is  proven  by 
Inward  consciousness  and  outward  observation 
as  w(ll  as  by  Scripture. 

2.  Man  Is  not  depraved  in  part  of  his  being 
slmpby,  but  Is  totally  depraved:  his  entire  moral 
nature  Is  affected  by  evil,  and  infected  by  sin. 
HS  l|  tainted  through  and  through.  In  man, 
while  there  are  many  commendable  things,  yet 
there  la  no  love  of  God,  no  holy  desires;  In  him 
dwelltth  no  good  thing. 

3.  iTIfls  evil  nature  is  inherited,  not  acquired. 

It  Is  i  t  ransmlsslon  from  fallen  Adam  to  all  his 
posterity,  handed  down  to  the  whole  race,  for 
none  escape  sin's  blighting  touch. 

Jl.  Let  us  now  ask  In  what  this  depravity 
consists. 

1.  Depravity  has  to  do  with  the  heart,  and  not 
directly  with  the  life,  though  the  life  Invariably 
takes  on  the  character  of  the  heart.  As  a  man 
thinkgth  in  his  heart  so  Is  he.  Depravity  Im¬ 
plies  g  Sinful  principle,  imbedded  in  man’s  mor¬ 
al  najufe.  called  the  "carnal  mind"  "the  old 
mih.'*  "the  flesh."  and  not  sinful  acts,  though 
sinful! atts  are  the  natural  outgrowth  of  the  de- 

prsvifir. 

Map  Is  a  sinner  In  a  twofold  sense.  He  Is  first 
a  sinttef  by  nature,  and  then  a  sinner  by  prac¬ 
tice.  lie  Is  a  sinner  not  only  because  he  volun- 
tarllyislns  when  he  comes  to  years  of  accounta¬ 
bility  but  he  is  a  sinner  because,  first  of  all  he 
inherits  an  evil  nature  frbm  fallen  Adam.  His 
moral;  state  Is  evil,  his  heart  is  wicked,  his 
wholSbelng  is  fundamentally  wrong.  Hence 
depraBHk  Is  not  the  result  of  actual  sin.  but  pre¬ 
ceded  grid  Is  the  cause  of  actual  sin.  So  actual 
sin  is  the  fruit  of  a  sinful  state  of  heart  In 
which  ;m»n  I*  born.  . 

3.  Depravity  consists  In  the  entire  loss  of  or¬ 
iginal  righteousness  or  holiness  in  which  man 


he  could  not  lose.  But  man  is  no  longed  In  his 
moral  nature  what  he  was  at  creation.  He  is 
now  unholy,  sinful  averse  to  God.  leaning!  away 
from  his  Maker.  "God  is  not  in  all  hl(  thoughts' 
He  Is  now  ungodlike,  for  in  his  imjral  nature 
there  is  no  resemblance  to  his  Maker  ! 

3.  Depravity  implies  the  total  loss  of  a  |  spir¬ 
itual  good  out  of  man's  moral  nature.  The  {scrip¬ 
ture  declaration  is  that  "every  imagination  of 
the  thoughts  of  man’s  heart  is  only  eVIl  c(  htluu- 
ally."  Here  Is  total  depravity,  the  entire  ab¬ 
sence  from  the  heart  of  all  spiritual  good!  The 
♦tint  of  sin  runs  through  man's  whole  be  (lg  af¬ 
fecting  every  part.  No  portion  of  his  na  (tire  Is 
unaffected.  There  is  no  soundness  in  hill.  The 
flood  of  evil  has  swept  over  his  entire  (leing, 
excluding  all  moral  good,  and  coloring  an  with 
the  tinge  of  evil. 

4.  Depravity  means  a  state  of  utter  estrange¬ 
ment  from  God,  an  entire  alienation  in  tne  na¬ 
ture  of  man  from  God.  with  whom  man  was 


his  nauire  Is 
in  hi*.  The 


once  in  perfect  affinity  and  sweet  communion 


Tills  alienation  implies  an  inward  and  positive 
aversion  in  man  s  heart  to  God.  Man  in  nls  in¬ 
most  being  is  at  enmity  with  God.  unreconciled, 
averse  to  God  because  of  the  carnal  nature  with 
which  he  is  born.  The  object  of  the  atonement 
and  the  entire  office-work  of  the  Holy  Spirit 

n  r  aoooiI  u  nn/Mi  this  naaumntlnn  and  urn  <1  o*l  on  o/l 


proceeds  upon  this  assumption  and  are  deigned 
to  remove  ths  Inward  estrangement.  The  alien- 
nation  is  complete  and  the  estrangement  on 


man's  part  is  total.  Hence  the  absolute  need  of 
regeneration  in  order  to  overcome  and  correct 
this  evil  estrangement  of  the  nature  of  man. 


5.  Depravity  means  native  Inborn  propensi¬ 
ties  to  sin;  and  consciously  felt  tendencies  to 
evil.  It  implies  native  bias  away  from  G«l  and 
strong  proclivities  to  wickedness.  This  stile  is 
universal,  not  exceptional.  All  born  of  Lidam 
come  into  the  world  with  these  inborn  tenden¬ 
cies  to  evil.  These  wrong  propensities  arising 
from  an  evil  source  are  not  the  result  Oil  per¬ 
sonal  sin,  and  are  not  implanted  after  mirth. 
They  are  inbred,  Inborn,  a  part  of  the  nature.'

Let  us  be  understood  just  here,  j  Ma  1  was 
created  In  the  image  of  God,  pud  hence  \  ian  Im¬ 
mortal,  possessing  freedom  of  will,  having  In¬ 
telligence  and  was  holy.  When  we  say  that  (nan 
lost  the  divine  image  it  must  not  be  und  jrstood 
that  he  lost  everything.  Intelligence,  f  Union 
of  will,  and  immortality  survive  tne  full,  but 
.oilaess  was  lost,  to  be  regained  only  tl.uujt.. 
the  atoning  blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  Th  k  sim¬ 
plifies  the  whole  question.  Man  is  (till  Intelli¬ 
gent,  though  his  mental  powers  suffered  a  rude 
shock  by  sin.  He  is  still  free  to  act,  thoijgh  his 
will  is  seriously  impared  by  sin.

'Christian  Science"  was 
jjy  a  woman,  having  been 
sker  Eddy,  who  died  a 


few  years  ago  in  Boston.  The  apostle  Paul  urged 
upon  the  Corinthians  the  fact  that  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  did  not  cone  through  women  but 
men  alone.  Now  let  me  c  aution  you  os  to  the  so- 
called  gospel  that  pretend  id  to  come  through  this 
woman. 

First  there  Is  much  foolishness  in  the  doc¬ 
trine.  When  Mrs.  Eddy  siys,  "Matter  .  .  .  has  no 
real  existence,"  (SSI:!!*,  md  "There  Is  no  reality 
in  sin,  sickness  and  death  1  (472),  and  "The  -inter. 
tlon  that  there  can  be  pain  or  pleasure  In  matter 
is  erroneous"  (478:13),  I  say  In  reply,  that  her 
speech  is  foolishness  That  is,  when  she  nrgues 
that  there  is  no  reality  in  the  rain  that  falls  or 
in  the  ground  that  It  fall  upon:  when  she  claims 
that  the  mashing  of  my  i  Inger  with  the  hammer 
did  not  actually  cause  me  yain,  and  that  the  lump 
of  sugar  in  the  mouth  di  I  not  In  truth  give  me 
pleasure:  I  contend  that  she  is  talking  against 
hard,  common,  sane  sense. 

Next  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
“Christian  Science"  does  n  it  work  In  dentistry  or 
surgery.  I  note  that  the  “Christian  Scientists" 
are  obliged  to  go  to  dentl  its  to  get  a  tooth  fixed 
and  to  the  surgeon  to  hare  a  bone  set  just  the 
same  as  any  one  else.  Tlielr  so-called  "Science" 
will  not  even  mend  a  brol  en  chair  leg.  and  If  It 
will  not  heal  that  which  1 1  less,  how  will  It  cure 
that  which  is  more  comp  i rated  like  the  human 
body  .  Now,  If  It  were  real  Bible  healing  it  would 
act  in  surgery  as  well  as  In  medicine.  For  in¬ 
stance.  Malchus'  ear  that  lad  been  cut  off  was  re¬ 
stored  in  a  moment.  Real  Bible  Divine  power 
could  raise  the  dead,  even  after  they  had  been 
dead  for  long  seasons  and  v  ere  decaying.  8o  when 
one  claims  to  wield  Dlvlnn  power,  you  tell  them 
to  raise  a  dead  person  and  you  will  believe.  Fur. 
tbermore.  let  me  point  out  to  you  that  no  person 
in  the  Bible  ever  gave  “  treatments".  They  al¬ 
ways  healed  with  a  single  rord  and  In  a  moments 
time  and  without  "  Imtn  ctions"  to  the  patient. 
You  put  It  down  that  any  person  who  claims  to 
have  the  Divine  power  to  1  eal  and  yet  has  to  use 
a  number  of  "treatments”  of  it  In  a  case.  Is  a 
quick.  In  addition  to  this,  they  charge  for  their 
"treatments",  a  thing  no  lossessnr  of  the  Divine 
power  In  the  Bible  ever  i  lid.  The  prophet  pro¬ 


nounced  a  curse  upon  Gehase  for  even  accepting 


a  present  for  healing  NUaman.  These  several 
things  show  that  the  self-styled  "Christian  Scien¬ 
tists”  of  nowadays  are  n(t  at  all  of  the  tribe 
of  those  people  In  the  Blhje  that  had  the  neces¬ 
sary  faith  without  human  (naans  to  heal  the  sick. 
Now  you  will  really  And  j  out,  if  you  take  the 
trnuhl^to  examine  Into  thejlndlvidual  cases  where 
"Christian  Scientists"  proflss  to  have  healed  per¬ 
sons.  that  there  really  were  some  other  reasons 
why  the  patients  got  well. 

But  the  most  awful  thing  about  “Christian 
Science"  Is  that  It  contradlets  the  Bible.  On  prac¬ 
tically  every  old  fashioned  doctrine  It  directly 
opposes  the  Word  of  Oodj  For  instance.  Mr*. 
Eddv  says  that  there  la  no  devil  She  says,  "The 
devil  or  evil  .1*  without  Intelligence  or 

reality"  (469:11.  She  denies  the  Holy  Trinity. 
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saying.  "The  theory  of  three  persons  in  one  Ood 
.  .  .  suggests  pollythelsm"  (256:6).  She 

almost  blasphemes  the  Holy  Spirit  when  she  says, 
"The  Comforter  I  understand  to  be  Divine  Sci¬ 
ence"  (66:27).  As  to  the  record  of  creation  In  the 
first  part  of  Genesis  she  remarks,  “This  is  an  er¬ 
ror"  (630:29),  and  the  account  therein  contained 
of  the  fall  of  man  she  calls  "a  lie.”  Here  are 
her  word*,  “TbU  lie  as  to  man's  origin  and  char, 
acter”  (639:16).  Many  times  does  she  call  state¬ 
ments  in  the  Bible  "errors”  and  "lies".  Now. 
Christian,  true  Christian,  what  do  you  think  of 
that?  As  to  man  she  says,  "Ood  and  man  coexist 
and  are  eternal”  (336:26).  The  Bible  says  that 
Ood  created  man,  but  Mrs.  Eddy,  who  started  the 
"Christian  Scientists"  says  that  man  has  existed 
as  long  as  God.  Further,  she  says,  "  All  men  have 
one  mind,  one  Ood  and  Father"  (467:9,  although 
JestM  said  to  some  of  the  Jews,  “  You  are  of  your 
father,  the  devil,”  differing  somewhat  from  what 
the  ‘Christian  Scientists'  teach.” 

Let  me  Stop  and  say  something  that  may 
startle  you  add  yet  it  is  the  truth,  namely,  that 
all  infidels  and  "Christian  Scientists  have  the 
same  doctrines,  save  tht  infidels  do  not  bother 
about  the  sick  folks.  For  instance  Infidels  say 
that  sinners  are  not  lost.  “Christian  Scientists" 
say  the  same,  using  sentences  like  this,  “Is  man 
lost  spirituality?  No."  (311:8).  Infidels  call  the 
Bible  a  myth.  That  la  exactly  what  Mrs.  Eddy 
styles  the  Bible  account  of  the  fail  of  man,  "This 
myth"  (530:  lT).  Infidels  deny  the  atonement  of 
Christ.  Likewise  do  these  people  I  am  warning 
you  about.  Here  are  their  words,  “One  sacrifice, 
however  great,  Is  insufficient  to  pay  the  debt  of 
sin”  (23:1),  fTbey  describe  the  death  and  resur¬ 
rection  of  Christ  as  a  piece  of  trickery.  Listen  to 
to  these  words  from  Mrs.  Eddy's  pen,  telling  us 
that  Jesus  fooled  us  about  the  matter:  "The  dw 
clplea  believed  Jesus  to  be  dead,  when  he  was  hid¬ 
den  In  the  sepulchre,  where  he  was  alive  "(644: 
27).  Now,  fellow  Christians  are  you  going  to  list¬ 
en  to  "Christian  Scientists”  or  anybody  else  that 
talk  that  way  about  things  that  are  holy  to  yon? 
Are  you  going  o  be  fooled  by  people  that  pretend 
to  be  so  full  of  'love  and  faith  and  charity,” 
whilst  they  are  brim  full  of  infidelity.  Are  you 
going  to  sit  calmly  by  while  they  cut  the  heart 
out  of  the  Bible  while  they  cut  out  all  of  your 
faith  la  the  Word  of  Godi?  They  should  not  be 
called  "  Christian  Scientists,"  but  should  he  call¬ 
ed  “Infidel  Scientists.”  They  adopt  as  their  own, 
practically  every  doctrine  of  Infidelity.  Infidels 
deny  that  there  is  any  such  thing  as  guilt  or  sin. 
So-called  "Christian  Scientists”  Join  Tight  in  by 
saying,  "Man  is  Incapable  of  sin”  (476:28).  Infi¬ 
dels  hoot  at  the  Judgment.  So  d«o  “  Christian  Sci¬ 
entists"— No  final  Judgment  awaits  mortals.”  (28: 
29).  Hell  thev  taboo  along  with  their  fellow  Infi¬ 
dels.  I  sav.  take  any  infidel.  Bob  Ingeraoll,  Tom 
Paine,  or  anv  of  them,  and  the  doctrines  they 
taught,  the  "Christian  Scientists"  are  teaching 
today.  Now  are  yon  going  to  read  such  literature 
as  that?  Are  you  even  going  to  receive  Into  your 
hands  such  writings?  Are  you  going  to  encourage 
them  in  the  spread  of  their  awful  doctrines? 

The  most  blasphemous  doctrine  that  they 
teach  is  their  doctrine  of  Ood.  I  quote  you  a  few 
words,  “  Ood  Is  Incorporeal  .  .  .  that  is 

bodiless”  (116:81),  that  Is.  that  you  and  1  each 
have  a  body,  but  hat  Ood  has  not  ss  much  as  we. 
They  teach  that  Ood  ought  not  to  have  a  personal 
name,  but  that  he  should  be  called  “It".  They 
often  speak  of  Ood  as  principle.  Law.  Truth"  and 
snch  abstract  terms  I  give  you  one  of  their  sen¬ 
tences  to  show  you  how  they  teach  he  is  not  a  per¬ 
son:  "Lord  Ood  Jehovah  .  from  this  follows 
idolltry”  saying,  ••  Ood  is  not  Influenced  by  men” 
(7:21).  They  will  try  to  tall  yon  that  tbelr  doc¬ 
trine  is  not  exactly  the  old  heathen  doctrine  of 
"pantheism.”  but  I  confess  I  can  see  little  or  no 
difference  They  teach  that  all  of  us  when  we  die 
(and  especially  tie  "Scientists")  pans  on  Into  Ood. 
and  that  all  of  us  and  all  things  go  finally  to 
make  Ood  be  eallsd  the  "Great  It  Their 
doctrine  is  that  you  pray  to  yourself  and  to  law 


and  to  principle  and  thereby  conform  yourself  to 
the  great  "pan"  or  “All”  and  thereby  come  to 
health  and  happiness. 

Now,  halnts  of  Ood.  1  hare  warned  you  against 
this  falst  religion.  Juat  ae  you  would  not  re¬ 
ceive  into  your  homes  Infidel  books  and  papers,  so 
refuse  to  head  the  self-styled  "Christian  Science" 
literature.  Silly  aouls  are  taken  captive  by  it. 
You  have  doubtless  noticed  that  when  a  person 
adopts  it  tie  soon  quite  the  church.  I  have  said 
that,  granting  they  could  heal  me — though  I  do 
not  believe  they  can  heal  one  particle  of  a  real 
disease— blit,  I  say,  granting  for  the  sake  of  argu¬ 
ment  that  they  could  heal  me,  yet  I  would  rather 
stay  sick  for  years  and  years  and  even  die  rather 
than  give  Up  faith  in  Jesus  and  Hls  sacrifice  for  me 
rather  than  give  up  the  forgivenese  of  sins  and 
the  hope  dr  the  reeurrectilon  and  the  assurance 
that  Christ  will  stand  by  me  In  the  Judgment.  I 
say  I  would  Infinitely  rather  a  thousand  time# 
to  keep  my  old  fashioned  faith  in  the  Bible  and  In 
Christ  and  In  Ood  than  to  give  them  up  for  their 
new  fangled  doctrines  and  their  quack  healing 
’Quotation  herein  taken  from  Mrs.  Eddy's  "Hey 
To  the  Scriptures,"  1910  Edition,  and  the  figures 
refer  to  pages  and  lines.

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  MOTHERHOOD

flower  Rally) 

Prefacing  the  article:  "Conversation  Between 
A  Young  Man  and  an  Old  Man.”  the  Editor  of 
the  American  Magaalne  says  this:  "Nearly  two 
thousand  years  ago  Cicero  pictured  two  young 
men  coming  to  wise  old  Cato  with  questions  con¬ 
cerning  Old  Age.  Death  and  Immortality — Centur¬ 
ies  pass  and  customs  change  bat  the  three  greatest 
mysteries  In  the  world— Birth  and  Death  and  Im¬ 
mortality— are  as  much  mysteries  ae  they  ever 
were.  And  still  the  question  of  youth  to  old  age 
is  what  It  has  always  been:  “Yon  hare  traveled 
longer  and  climbed  higher  than  I.  Can  you  see 
farther?  And  what  do  you  see?  As  we  think  on 
these  question  there  rushes  before  us  the  realisa¬ 
tion  of  the  relationship  between  youth  and  old  age 
—or  the  outlook  of  yooth  ae  Its  vision  Is  created 
by  its  dependence  upon  the  experience  of  its  elders 
And.  to  my  mind,  nothing  comes  closer  than  the 
mothers  to  the  daughters  and  sons  or  In  a  broader 
sense,  the  litter  dependence  of  the  younger  soci¬ 
eties  upon  tie  Mother  Society. 

As  we  face  the  fntuie  we  realise  that  It  la  a 
time  of  responsibility  and  opportunity  which  has 
rarely  been  equalled.  The  work  la  to  be  done  and 
done  In  a  bigger  and  better  way.  We  have  the 
future  In  our  keeping,  but  we  have  the  present 
also,  and  the  greatest  satisfaction  cornea  through 
accomplishment.  Aa  our  young  people  look  to  us, 
if  we  can  tell  them  that  arcompUthmrut  will 
bring  happiness  and  urge  them  to  find  this  out  for 
themselves:  the  greatest  service  has  been  rendered. 
Often  enough  do  we  listen  to  the  words  of  the 
philosopher  on  the  meaning  of  school,  to  the  ideal 
utterances  of  the  theorist,  and  often  enough  do  we 
condemn  the  results  achieved  In  the  past  aa  spirit¬ 
ual  and  formal —  Has  It  not  been  written,  “Who 
shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord?”. And  the 
answer  :  “Not  the  rich,  neceeearlly,  nor  the  power¬ 
ful.  nor  the  gifted,  but  "he  that  hath  clean  haada 
and  a  clean  heart." 

Shall  we  aa  mothers  neglect  the  Ood-given 
privilege  of  training  our  boys  and  girls  Into  such 
characters— not  alone  that  ultimate  good  may  be 
accomplished,  but  that  the  standards  of  society  be 
raised  here  and  now.  Will  the  Missionary  Society 
compoeed  of  the  mothers,  bring  Into  action  all  the 
abilities  to  meet  the  requirement*  of  Spiritual 
Training,  for  themselvaa— forgetting  that  our 
boys  and  girl*,  our  young  men  and  yonng  women 
are  hungering  too?  De  we  realise  that  the  mantle 
worn  by  the  women  of  today  must  fail  upon  our 
daughters — the  women  of  tomorrow?  The  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  fathers  of  today  upon  our  boys— tbs 
leaders  of  tomorrow.  Bach  age  produce*  Its  great 


leaders  and  It  Is  curs  to  see  that  thia  leader  may 
have  the  prophetii  leading  and  a  character  formed 
with  the  deepest  tnd  most  significant  It  lerprsta- 
tion  of  Chi  1st  es  he  Divine  Leader. 

It  14  difficult  to  surmise  the  result*  in  char¬ 
acter,  if  we  wish  such  a  child  to  be  Willing  to 
stand  in  the  breac  i  and  make  hia  life  an  ottering 
to  God.  If  mothers  should  not  teach  him  that  he  it 
Indebted  ta  Christ  and  his  suffering  atonement 
for  all  he  In  or  ca  i  be.  he  will  have  no  motive  or 
reason  to  put  hie  t  fe  on  the  altar  of  Christ  unlaw 
he  it  thus  taught.  A  leader  in  Sunbeam  Work  ha* 
expressed  this  her  itlful  thought:  "Ood  has  placed 
great  significance  ipon  the  value  of  a  child.  The 
Church  should  Ira  n  every  child  in  the  fold.  The 
unselfish  work  roi  missions  it  a  great  ractor  In 
character  building  which  should  be  the  primary 
object  of  every  Missionary  Society,  for  through 
missions  we  ally  tl  *  children  with  the  .werld  wide 
cause  of  right  an.  I  build  them  up  Into  Christf# 
great  purpose  for  tie  8alvatlon  of  the  World.  For 
their  own  sake  the  advancing  hoat  must  have  tbi 
essential  education.  It  1»  their  right  to  rweelv# 
and  onr  privilege  o  give,  in  view  of  the  coming 
responsibilities.  T  Here  is  no  subjects  Whit*  in¬ 
terest  the  child  so  nuch  aa  Missions.

W*  are  tefld  of  a 
Scotch  Church,  whi  re  1U  pastor  called  a  meeting 
of  the  officials  oo  i corning  the  u nauocanaf ulMat 
of  the  church.  As  they  reviewed  It,  no  souls  fc*d 
been  saved  and  no  one  added  to  the  Church  ex¬ 
cept  Wee  Bobble  aid  he  was  so  small  he  didn't 
count.  Imter  on  Hobble  approached  the  paetor 
and  timidly  Inquire  I  if  the  good  man  thought  he 
too  some  day  be  a  (Teacher.  He  laid  his  hand  on 
the  little  head  enc  said  hopefully  aa  re  dared. 
"Well  you  might  a  'me  day.  Bobble,  who  know*.* 
We*  Bobble,  better  known  aa  Robert  Moffat,  was 
afterworda  to  llgb  the  torch  that  illuminated 
darkened  Africa,  an  4  to  Wax*  the  way  for  hi*  son- 
in-law,  Livingston  t>  follow. 

Christian  bualn  >a#  men  are  constantly  asking 
certain  pertinent  quwtiona  about  any  buelncea  un¬ 
dertaking.  "I*  It  ho  test?  la  it  aafe?  Will  It  payt 
Will  It  laat?  Will  It  succeed r  These  questions 
about  business  ara  right — Eminently  more  true 
should  we  Chrlstlai  Mothers  make  a  thorough 
searching  Inveetlgat  ion  of  the  proposition  of  the 
spiritual  training  of  our  young  people.  It  1»  sUted 
by  one  of  the  grout  Missionary  Authorities  In 
India  that  millions  <  if  people  are  converted  to  the 
Gospel  who  hare  net  yielded  personal  allegiance 
to  Christ.  This  mental  attitude  is  an  Mprmoua 
asset  to  the  Kingdom.

R.  A’a  and  Sunbeam* — but.  dear  eiaters,  the  groat

‘  As  Jehovah  thy  God  llveth,  I  have  but  a  hand¬ 
ful  ot  meal  and  a  little  oil  in  the  cruise,  and  I 
ans  now  out  gathering  two  sticks  that  1  may  cook 
It  tot  my  little  boy  and  myself,  and  when  we 
have  eaten  it  there  Is  no  more  to  be  had  and  we 
will  die."  But  the  prophet  answered,  “I  know 
•H  tWt1,  nevertheless  prepare  me  a  cake  Tlrst 
ihet  f  may  eat  and  then  for  yourself  and  your 
son.  for  thus  salth  Johovah  (and  you  say  you 
belle#  he  llveth.)  the  meal  and  the  oil  shall  not 
fall  tOl  the  famine  Is  flnshed."  So  she  did  as  he 
dlreccod  and  the  word  of  the  Lord's  servant  was 
fulfilled. 

No#  Here  Is  a  lessnu  iui  preachers  and  people. 
The  Webchers  sometimes  think  they  are  show¬ 
ing  commendable  sympathy  with  the  people

Giving  to  jGod  is 
a  good  gospel  for  hard  times  and  Is  tie  best 
economy.  It  was  a  gracious  providence  j  to  the 
widow  of  Zarephath  that  Elijah  was  sent  to  her 
house.  Jesus  said  there  were  many  widows  In 
Israel  that  missed  the  blessing  of  a  visit  from 
him.  It  saved  this  widow  and  her  son.  *nu  later 
on  saved  her  the  funeral  expense  of  her  li>y  and 
his  precious  life  to  her  when  she  sorely  needed 
help.  Do  you  believe  Ood?  Or  Is  your  ((induct 
such  as  to  provoke  from  Jesus  that  despairing  cry 
‘When  the  Son  of  Man  comes,  will  he  fi|i4  faith 
on  the  earth." 


HU  OF  NOT  FRAYING 

Baptists  do  not  believe  as  Catholic*  do  In 
works  of  supererogation,  that  is  In  goofl  works 
over  and  above  our  actual  duty  by  the  Bering  of 
which  we  may  If  we  choose  store  up  for  ourselves 
special  merit  or  reward.  They  rather  Accept 
the  statement  which  Jesus  put  Into  the  mouth 
of  the  servant:  T  have  done  (merely)  thgt  which 
was  my  duty  to  do.'  If  we  have  left  j  undone 
that  which  It  was  our  duty  to  do,  we  h(ve  fin¬ 
ned  against  God  as  surely  as  If  we  had  done  the 
things  we  ought  not  to  have  done. 

In  the  minds  of  many  what  are  called]  sins  of 
omission  are  put  in  a  separate  class  fromj  sins  of 
commission  as  being  less  heinous  In  the  signt 
of  God,  as  they  often  discredit  us  less  In  the 
sight  of  men.  But  In  the  Bible  ther(  Is  no 
such  distinction.  When  John  the  Baptist  preach¬ 
ed.  he  said  "The  ax  Is  laid  at  the  root  of  (he  tree 
every  tree  that  brlngeth  not  forth  good  fruit  Is 
hewn  down  and  cast  Into  the  fire."  Not]  simply 
every  tree  that  brings  forth  poisonous  frtalt.  but 
every  one  that  brlngeth  not  forth  good  frjuit.  A 
negative  life  Is  not  a  Christian  life,  and  bmy  a 
positive  life  meets  his  approval  and  escapes  his  * 
curse.  See  the  case  of  the  fruitless  fjn(  tree 
which  he  made  to  wither.  And  John  sais(  "He 
that  doeth  righteousness  Is  righteous." 

Not  a  few  speak  and  thin*  of  their  negl*ct  of 
the  use  and  habit  of  prayer  as  a  slight  fkitlt  of 
theirs  whose  111  effects  concern  themselve*  klflne 
and  whose  consequence  or  whose  guilt  ifthgre 
U  any  Is  negligible.  With  all  our  heart*,  let 
this  protest  be  made.  It  lx  not  true.  The  hbkl«ct 
of  prayer  is  a  sin  against  Ood.  against  all  jthe  !n- 
tersts  of  his  kingdom,  against  the  souls  o*  men. 

It  Is  a  sin  for  which  the  judgement  aloh4  enn 
reveal  the  awful  consequences,  for  by  prayer  we 
may  open  the  gates  of  heaven  and  close  the  gates 
of  hell. 


Do  you  think  It  was  merely  •  fine  phrase  of 


Samuel  when  he  said  Far  be  it  from  me  that 
I  should  sin  against  Jeiovah  In  ceasing  to  pray 
for  you?"  Was  it  meiely  a  polite  way  he  had 
of  showing  his  Interest  n  them?  Was  it  a  mere¬ 
ly  courteous  way  of  diimlsslng  them  and  clos¬ 
ing  his  address?  Wai  It  a  magntftclent  reli¬ 
gious  gesture  such  as  any  demagogue  or  politi¬ 
cian  today  might  use  in  addressing  the  dear  peo¬ 
ple?  Nay,  this  man  wa i  a  serious  and  stern  pro 
phet  of  Jehovah  who  could  rebuke  kings  and 
hew  an  enemy  In  pieces]  He  believed  that  pray¬ 
er  could  protect  a  nation  from  calamity  and 
save  them  from  sin.  And  he  knew  that  not  to 
perform  this  ministry  o*  Intercession  was  a  sin 
against  God  of  which  htj  dare  not  be  guilty. 

Like  Elijah  we  too  c(n  close  the  tbs  heavens 
that  It  rain  not  Ood's  mercy  on  men  about  us  ana 
over  the  world.  Or  we  (an  open  the  window*  of 
heaven  for  showers  of  his  grace  In  the  churches. 
People  are  saved  whejn  we  pray,  when  |the 
churches  are  giving  themselves  earnestly  to  the 
ministry  of  Intercession.  The  tides  of  spiritual 
life  and  the  saving  of  lodl  men  may  be  measured 
by  our  praying  for  the|>  are  produced  by  our 
praying.  If  this  Is  Godjs  method  of  producing 
spiritual  results  and  wel  fall  him  here,  we  are 
sinning  against  Ood  If  w*  cease  to  pray.  We  are 
preventing  his  purpose  a*  truly  as  If  we  neglect¬ 
ed  of  failed  to  preach  th*  gospel  to  them. 

Jesus  taught  that  me*  ought  always  to  rray 
and  not  to  faint  or  quit,  |  and  enforced  It  oy  the 
parable  of  the  unjust  ju<*ge  and  the  importunate 
widow.  Paul  taught  thajt  the  way  to  prevail  in 
the  contest  against  principalities  and  powers 
was  by  praying  at  all  t lines  with  all  pray  and 
supplication.  He  told  the  Thessalonlans  to  pray 
without  ceasing.  The  .Christian  who  Ignores 
this  obligation  and  dlsbbeys  the  command  to 
pray,  is  sinning  against  Hod  as  surely  as  If  he 
robbed  his  neighbor's  ca(h  drawer.  He  Is  rob¬ 


bing  others  of  the  blessings  which  are  of  more 


value  than  money. 

There  must  be  a  fearful  Indictment  before 


Ood  of  many  Christians!  who  acknowledge  no 
responsibility  snd  fall  to  exercise  their  high  pre¬ 
rogative  In  prayer.  It  la  tjme  for  us  to  repent  of 
this  sin.  to  ask  God  to  forgive  us  and  correct  It 
henoaforth.  I

REMINIBCENCM  OF  J.  B.  (iAMBKHM. 
By  J.  O.  lluaUls 


About  2  A.  M.  on#  morning  the  enemy  sur¬ 
prised  and  captured  Captain  Oambrell  at  hla 
father'!  home  weat  of  Baldwin.  They  wanted  to 
atart  immediately  fi>r  Memphis,  but  Dr.  and 
Mra.  Oambrell  overpersuaded  them  to  “put  a 
strong  guard  around  the  house"  and  rest  until 
daylight,  get  a  good  Ifreakfast  and  start  oat  re¬ 
freshed.  In  comparing  war  notes  It  was  learn¬ 
ed  that  all  present  had  been  In  some  of  the  same 
engagements. 

Captain  Oambrell  made  the  following  compli¬ 
mentary  (?)  observation:  "The  way  you  Yan- 
keees  treated  us  at  the  battle  of  Manassas  re¬ 
minded  me  of  the  wfy  Ood  treated  Moses  up 
on  the  mount:  you  ^iraed  your  hinder  parts 
to  us.  (Ex.33:23)  One  big-mouthed  private  add 
ed  to  the  hilarity  by  going  off  Into  hysterics  of 
laughter.  The  captjtln  and  lieutenant  held 
straight  faces.  They  did  not  enjoy  It. 

In  building  the  shed-room  occupied  by  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Gambrel,  on*  board  plank  of  the  floor¬ 
ing  was  too  short  leading  a  hole.  Through  this 
Dr.  Oambrell  escaped  J  greatly  to  the  chagrin  of 
his  captors.  Afterwards,  meeting  the  acquain¬ 
tance  who  had  pllotedjthe  Yankees  In.  he  extend 
ed  to  him  his  hand,  saying,  'The  war  Is  over.' 
Captain  Oambrell  was!  too  big  a  man  too  good  a 
Christian  to  harbor  Hatred  In  his  bosom.  Our 
Saviour  loved  people  who  were  not  worthy  of 
His  love.  If  we  are  tl(e  right  kind  of  Christians 
we  will  do  the  same.  I 

The  war  over,  Captain  Oambrell  and  his  wife 
returned  for  a  short  time  to  her  home  near 
Suffolk  Va.  He,  taking  a  contract  to  furnish 
heavy  timbers,  went  lito  Norfolk  to  hire  hands 
to  handle  the  logs.  l4  conversation  he  found  a 
negro  lawyer  from  Philadelphia  who  “cursed 
him  black  and  blue,"  pecause  he,  a  Confederate 
wished  to  hire  the  negroes  to  work  for  him.  Dr. 
Oambrell  was  an  ex-asidler  and  an  officer  and 
had  not  been  accustomed  to  take  that  kind  of 
thing  even  from  white  men.  But  he  knew  that, 
under  ’carpet-bsg-rulej  all  the  prejudice  was  a- 
galnst  the  whites  and  (the  sympathy  In  favor  of 
the  black,  so  he  chos^  the  part  of  wisdom  by 
keeping  his  temper  an|l  holding  his  tongue  and 
thus  avoided  a  difficult^. 

I  met  or.  oambreij  tor  toe  last  time  two 
years  ago  at  the  Atlanta  Convention.  In  the 
thronged  lobby  of  th^  hotel  he  saw  me  first. 
Hike  a  frolicsome  boy]  slipping  up  behind  me, 
he  threw  his  arms  nrjotind  me  and  held  me  a 
moment  so  I  could  not!  see  who  it  was. 

It  was  said  of  said  k>f  Hr.  Broadus,  many  of 
his  students  tried  to  [  imitate  him  and  failed, 
but  a  very  much  larger  number  tried  not  to 
imitate  him  and  failed.'’  The  same  may  be 
said  of  Dr.  Oamhrellj  No  person  ever  came 
closely  In  touch  with  his  wisdom  and  piety  with¬ 
out  being  permanently  benefited.  Thousands 
of  men  and  women  Were  unconsciously  made 
wiser  better  and  more 'useful  because  of  hIS  In¬ 
fluence  over  them,  lie  has  gone  from  us  but 
during  his  long  life  he  set  In  motion  ten  thou 
sand  Influences  that!  will  go  on  blessing  the 
world  until  Jesus  comes.

For  years  General  M.  P.  Lowrey  edited  the 
Mississippi  Department  of  the  Tennessee  Bap¬ 
tist.  He  Introduced  young  Oambrell  tp  the  read¬ 
ing  public  by  having  him  write  a  series  of  doc¬ 
trinal  articles  for  his  Department,  jvhen  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Record  was  started  In  1ST?, 
our  Department  In  the  Tenn.  Baptist  was  dis¬ 
continued  and  Oen.  Lowrey  became  a  stated  con¬ 
tributor  to  the  new  paper  whose  flijst  editor 
was  J.  B.  Oambrell.  On  my  first  visit  to  Blue 
Mountain  May  2,  1877.  Oen.  Lowrey]  took  my 
first  subscription  to  the  Record  and  remai  ked 
with  pride.  I  made  J.  B.  Oambrell  an  e^Itot.” 

At  the  the  Miss.  State  Convention,  tjhlch  met 
at  Starkvtlle  in  1877,  I*  saw  Dr.  Oambrell  for 
the  first  time.  He  was  then  35  yeats  of  age 
with  hair  and  beard  perfectly  black  In  his

Brother  Oambrell  was  pastor  of  tlx 
church  and  editor  of  the  Baptist  R 
roomed  and  kept  'batch'  In  a  little  hot 
yard  and  split  their  stove  wood  while  they  did 
my  baking.  I  became  very  Intimate  with  the 
children  and  from  tbelr  parents  gathered  many 
thrilling  reminiscences. 

When  Mrs.  Oambrell  was  dying  hef  husband 
said  to  her  "You  must  not  die  now!  I  need  you 
to  help  me  finish  our  book.”  He  l»  ered  to 
the  book  of  reminiscences  on  which  ^he?  had 
been  working  at  intervals  for  years.

During  the  war  In  Virginia,  on  a  certain  oc¬ 
casion  Captain  Oambrell  was  chatting  pleasantly 
with  a  young  lady  who  sympathised  with  the 
Nortp.  The  princely  General  Lee  cfejanced  to 
ride  by.  The  young  lady  profoundly  Impressed 
by  his  strlknlg  personality,  asked  "Whin  Is  that?

What  I  am  about  to  state  may  be  a  lesson  to 
young  men  as  well  as  old.  It  Is  an  ev  deuce  of 
real  manhood  to  submit  temporarily  :o  a  law 
or  superior  authority  even  when  we  think  It 
wrong.  Captain  Gambrell  once  had  an  alterca¬ 
tion  with  Oeneral  Forest  who  seem*|  to  have 
been  proud  and  Imperious,  not  to  say  tyrannical. 
The  Captain,  armed  with  a  written  commission 
from  President  Davis  with  minute  lns|truetlons 
to  do  a  certain  work,  went  to  take  leav^  of  Oen. 
Forest  his  superior  officer,  who  resus^d  (o  let 
him  go  or  even  to  read  his  commission.  This 
was  practically  countermanding  the  [’resident's 
order.  To  avoid  trouble  Captain  Gambriell  yield¬ 
ed.  A  smaller  man  might  not  have  dake  so. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  war  Captain  Oam¬ 
brell  and  a  select  squad  were  sent  down  from 
Virginia  to  patroll  the  line  between  HuntUville 
and  Memphis  and  check  the  Yankees  Who  were 
committing  many  depredations  south  of  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  line.  Our  hero  and  his  men  Ventured 
within  the  suburbs  of  Memphis  one  da)!  and 
narrowly  escaped  being  captured.  Ope  of  the 
men  was  entrapped  In  the  bend  of  a  swolen 
stream  which  he  crossed,  having  taken  th#  pre¬ 
caution  to  put  a  negro  boy  on  his  back  who  ser¬ 
ved  him  as  a  shield  while  he  swam  across  with¬ 
in  a  stones  throw  of  his  pursuers  and  galloped 
away.  That  day  Captain  Oambrell  Buffered  a 
slight  wound  In  the  leg,  the  only  scratch  he  got 
during  the  war.  His  uniform  was  battle  scarred 
one  lapel  of  his  coat  having  been  shot  away. 

__  One  day  a  company  of  the  enemy  had  stop¬ 
ped  at  a  country  chufch  out  from  which  several 
roads  ran.  Captain  Oambrell,  L.  R.  Burris  and 
a  half  dozen  others  charged  up.  shouting  back, 
"Bring  up  the  lines!  Bring  up  the  lines!”  This 
produced  a  stampede.  They  captured  some  good 
horses  and  as  many  prisoners  as  they  could 
guard.

We  left  Chattanooga  recently  with 
strong  evidences  that  very  little  If 
anything  had  been  accomplished  by 
our;  Boards  In  the  way  ot  putting  oh 
a  program  for  student  work.  ThB 
Secretaries  of  the  Baptist  Student 
Missionary  Movement  came  to  the 
convention  at  Washington,  May 
1920.  having  completed  what  Is  be- 
Ueved  to  be  a  very  fine  year's  work 
among  our  students,  by  those  ac- 
qualjnted  ivith  what  was  done.  We 
had  reached  almost  every  school  thru 
out  the  Southland  where  there  were 
Baptist  students  In  attendance.  But 
now j  that  a  whole  year  should  have 
gone'  by  with  no  work  being  done  a- 
mong  our  Baptist  students  either  In 
Baptist  or  state  institutions  and  that 
we  should  come  out  of  the  convention 
at  Chattanooga  and  begin  another 
year  with  ho  plans  for  student  work 
yet  |n  Bight  Is  a  situation  which 
bears  very  heavily  on  the  hearts  of 
some  of  us, 

One  thing  Is  certain,  the  most 
hurtful  waste,  amounting  almost  to 
a  tragedy  i|i  our  denominational  life 
today,  results  from  our  neglect  of 
that  fine  company  of  Baptist  yount 
men  and  young  women  who  attend 
state  institutions.  There  may  b 
an  apparent  excuse,  amounting  al 
most  to  a  shadow  In  most  cases,  to 
our  n|sglect|ng  this  sort  of  work  a 
mong  our  students  In  denominations 
schools,  butj.  there  can  certainly  b 
no  excuse  fpr  our  failure  to  provid 
an  adequate  means  of  holding  out 
Baptist  students  to  the  purpose  an 
Ideals  ot  our  denominational  lift 
while  they  becure  their  training  li 
non-Bgptist  institutions.  ThlB  sit 
uatlon  is  being  well  met  In  Texa 
through  the  state  student  secretar 
employed  by;  the  Board  of  the  Genet 
tl  Convention  of  Texas.  If  nothin; 
can  be  dona  by  our  convention  ot 
by  our  general  boards  many  earner 
souls  throughout  the  Southland  ar< 
asking  why  bach  state  board  canno 
appoint  a  stiste  student  secretary? 

The  purpojse  of  this  article  Is  tc 
call  attentlorj  to  this  situation.  Ho* 
fine  It  would  be  if  our  convention  ot 
the  Boards  Of  our  convention,  could 
at  least  make  a  programme  for  thtr 
work  and  pu^  It  Into  operation!  If 
"they  cannot  4o  so,  then  some  other 
way  should  be  fund  to  get  It  done 
The  one  suggested  above,  I.  e.  thru 
state  student  secretaries,  may  be  the 
best  way  to  get  at  it.  By  all  means 
let  something  be  done  and  done  at 
once.  We  should  not  add  to  the  tra¬ 
gedy  by  losing  another  year  In  this 
Important  wotk. 

Without  Calling  names  let  the 
writer  Close  this  article  with  an  Il¬ 
lustration.  The  young  man  in  ques¬ 
tion  is  vpell  kpown  to  the  writer.  He 
knows  the  family,  and  the  strong 
Baptist  church  of  which  they  are 
members.  I  said  to  the  young  man 
only  a  few  days  ago,  "Well,  you  go 
to  China  this  fall.”  "Yes.’’  said  he, 
"I  shall  sail  in  August.”  "And  you 
do  not  go  under  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Foreign  Mission  Board.”  "No" 
he  replied,  ‘I  am  going  under’  (nam¬ 
ing  another  great  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board. i  I  said.  ‘Why,  being 
a  Southerner  do  you  go  under  ano¬ 
ther  board?”  He  replied  that  he 
found  hltnself  out  of  agreement  with 
the  Southern  Board  because  he  re¬ 


jected  close  communion. 

A  few  years  ago  this  young  man 
of  splendid  abllltlbs  enrolled  as  a 
student  in  a  certain  state  university. 
I  believe  he  had  good  reasons  for 
doing  so.  At  that  time  there  were 
no  provisions  at  this  university  for 
taking  care  of  Baptist  students,  num- 
holdlng  them  to  the  ideals  and  pur¬ 
poses  of  our  denominational  life. 
This  good  young  man  received  ear¬ 
nest  and  helpful  attention  from  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  with  the  result  mention¬ 
ed  above.  Because  ot  our  neglect  ot 
this  strategic  situation  in  our  state 
and  Independent  institutions  thou¬ 
sands  of  our  strongest  young  men 
and  young  women  have  either  bad 
their  faith  In  our  Baptist  fundamen¬ 
tals  shot  to  pieces,  or,  as  in  many 
cases  have  been  lost  to  us  altogether. 
The  case  mentioned  above  is  typical 
and  real,  not  imaginary.  Facing 
such  tragedy  shall  we  not  get  busy?
